ju stice in these tim es o f in creased in ­ 
d u strial d an ger, was bro u ght o u t in 
d iscu ssio n s befo re the State Bar asso ­ 
ciatio n in sessio n here. 
Presid en t Jo hn T. Dy e, in his ad ­ 
d ress, called sp ecial atten tio n to the 
emp lo y ers’ liability act. 
“The law 
which has been ad o p ted o n the co n tin ­ 
en t o f Eu ro p e an d in En glan d p ro v id es 
a p lan hv which emp lo y es in d an ger- 
gv .s emp lo y men ts, an d in so me cases in 
all ei rlo v men ts, shall be p aid a su m 
fix ed in a sched u le fo r p erso n al in ju r­ 
ies receiv ed by them in the co u rse o f 
their emp lo y men t, with o r witho u t the 
n egligen ce o f the emp lo y er, when the 
in ju ry is n o t the resu lt o f their willfu l 
act o r gro ss n egligen ce. In so me cases

o p tio n al.” 
Ad d iso n C. Harris, chairman o f the 
co mmittee o n ju risp ru d en ce an d law 
refo rm, su bmitted a rep o rt in which 
the su bject cf emp lo y ers’ liability was 
tak en u p at len gth. He n o ted that the 
o ld ru les o f law' go v ern in g the liability 
o f a m aster o r emp lo y er to his serv an t 
o r emp lo y e fo r in ju ry to his p erso n 
while in serv ice were framed by the 
ben ch an d bar when the co n d itio n s o f 
labo r an d the d an gers o f serv ice were 
few’ an d simp le, while n o w’ the co n d i­ 
tio n s are largely d ifferen t an d the d an ­ 
gers man y an d immin en t.

This question has been bothering 
agricultural experts at Washington 
for a generation, and now Secretary 
of Agriculture Wilson has taken defi­ 
nite steps towards finding why, with 
America’s

there are not enough potatoes being 
raised in this country to supply the 
demand. 
For the purpose of making an in­ 
vestigation of the potato situation 
abroad, Secretary Wilson has given 
Eugene II. Grubbs, of Carbondale,
